I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Keport  of  the  Medical  Officer 
j)f  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1937. 

Whether  the  year  under  review  marks  the  beginning  of  a new  page, 
■hapter  or  volume  in  the  history  of  public  health  activity  in  Chelmsford,  time 
ivill  tell ; but  it  is  obvious  that  a step  forward  has  been  made  in  purchasing 
letter  health  for  the  community.  The  New  Public  Health  Centre  and  the 
Teatly  increased  attendances  there,  as  shown  in  this  Report,  are  sufficient 
vidence.  This  increase,  chiefly  at  the  infant  welfare  clinics,  is  so  large  as 
ompared  with  the  number  in  1936,  that  it  is  obvious  that  the  demand  for 
,are  and  guidance  was  there,  and  in  the  right  quarter — for  the  early  years 
jf  Ufe.  True,  one  may  not  purchase  better  health  for  every  individual, 
i specially  for  the  adult,  however  wealthy  and  able  to  “ take  the  cure  ”,  but 
ne  can  do  so  for  a community  as  a whole  and  particularly  for  the  young. 

The  New  Public  Health  Department,  which  was  occupied  on  11th 
anuary,  1937,  was  referred  to  by  Sir  Arthur  MacNalty,  K.B.E.,  Principal 
Jedical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  as  “ a Model  Public  Health 
lentre  ”.  That  is  good — it  is  a model  centre.  It  is  now  for  us  to  endeavour 
')  provide  a model  service,  but  not  one  which  is  model  only  as  regards 
)utine,  formality,  procedure  and  the  evidence  of  numbers  who  may  have  been 
ished  through. 

PubUc  Health  must  provide  for  the  masses  but  not  always  by  medical 
Jtomatism. 

I should  be  anticipating  the  period  of  a subsequent  report  and  incurring 
■st  criticism  were  I at  this  stage  to  make  suggestions  as  to  how  our  service 
ight  be  improved.  The  movement  towards  better  health  is  slow  : rheu- 
atism  was  known  to  Hippocrates  as  Arthritis  ; to-day  we  are  now  estab- 
hing  clinics  and  hospitals  for  its  treatment. 


fATISTICS. 

In  1937  the  Birth  Rate  was  14.1  per  1,000  population — a slight  increase 
compared  with  15.5  for  England  and  Wales. 
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The  Death  Eate  creates  a low  record  at  8.84  in  comparison  with  the  pi; 
30  years  ; with  the  satisfactory  reduction  in  deaths  under  one  year  from 
in  1936  to  16,  giving  the  low  infant  mortality  rate  of  35.84. 

Maternal  Mortality  is  6.48  per  1,000  total  live  births,  this  being  a) 
the  rate  for  Puerperal  Sepsis,  which  accounted  for  3 deaths  in  10  cases  notif  I 
of  this  condition.  This  rate  (6.48)  is  much  higher  than  for  1936  (2.37),  but  Ij 
no  bearing  on  the  number  of  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis,  which  remained 
same  (10)  as  in  1936.  This  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  are  very  mii 
more  influenced,  in  a given  area  where  the  total  births  are  comparative, 
small. 

A decrease  in  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  is  noted,  as  also  the  reduct  \ 
from  32  to  24  in  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases.  It  is  noteworthy  t]b( 
there  have  been  no  deaths  from  infectious  disease  apart  from  influen^' 
Tuberculosis  and  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Comment  is  made  on  these  services  and  on  the  midwifery  service  in  j 
appropriate  sections  in  this  report.  Sufficient  to  say  here  that  the  increat 
in  the  grant  of  free  milk  is  a commendable  service. 

I shall  endeavour  to  obtain  the  help  of  parents  towards  making  best  bi 
of  this  free  milk  ; — the  need  for  sufficient  sleep,  to  promote  body  growth,  r 
example. 

We  must  not  sow  on  stony  ground — milk  is  of  little  use  where  sepsitf' 
teeth  or  tonsils  continues  to  poison. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  was  a satisfactory  freedom  from  the  more  severe  and  dread 
epidemic  infections  during  the  year.  Scarlet  Fever — the  most  anomals 
of  the  specific  infections — has  figured  largely  in  former  reports. 

I have  made  a few  observations  upon  it  in  a section  of  this  Repi . 
The  question  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  streptococcal  infection  generally  is  '6 
which  readily  gives  opportunity  for  the  remark  that  “doctor’s  differ  ”;o 
do  engineers,  and  theirs,  by  comparison,  is  a much  more  exact  science. 

SANITARY  REPORT. 

During  the  year  Mr.  R.  F.  Wynn,  C.R.SL,  M.S.I.A.,  was  promoted  to  e 
post  of  Chief  Sanitary  In.spector  ; an  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  ’s 
appointed  and  also  a clerk  for  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department.  That  « 
increase  in  staff  was  very  necessary  is  evident  from  the  records  kept  by  e 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  past  nine  months  which  are  tabulated  in  s 
report  : — 
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2,844  visits  were  paid  to  dwelling  houses  and  3,501  visits  in  con- 
nection with  factories  and  workshops,  smoke  abatement,  rivers  pollution, 
infectious  disease  investigation,  bake-houses,  dairies,  etc.  The  time 
necessary  for  these  is  considerable — one  notes  that  918  re-visits  were 
made  in  connection  with  re-conditioning  work  in  progress,  and  industry 
demands  that  these  cannot  be  put  off  or  delayed  for  even  a day.  Samples 
of  milk  and  water  have  to  be  taken  at  specified  places.  The  demand  and 
necessity  for  urgent  inspections  occur  from  time  to  time  to  interfere  with 
j routine.  The  area  and  time  of  a visit  cannot  always  be  chosen.  The 
I Borough  covers  an  area  of  4,755  acres — 4|  by  2|  miles  its  greatest  linear 
I dimensions.  No  mean  achievement  to  carry  out  efficiently  all  the  above 
work  on  foot. 

My  predecessor.  Dr.  J.  C.  Sleigh,  left  your  service  on  19th  October,  to 
I :e  up  the  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Chatham. 

From  that  date  until  I commenced  duty  here  on  18th  December,  the 
I leral  public  health  work  was  ably  supervised  by  Dr.  J.  F.  Macdonald, 
i dical  Officer  of  Health,  S.E.  Essex  United  Sanitary  Districts. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Bunter,  A.R.S.I.,  was  appointed  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department 
feMarch,  1937.

District  Nurses  carry  otia 
the  home  similar  work  to  what  is  done  in  our  clinics  ; but  we  cannot  ex  et 
a child  with  a septic  cut  on  the  sole  of  the  foot  to  attend  the  clinic  daily- ne 
of  many  examples  where  the  district  nurse  gives  her  aid. 

There  is  a District  Nurse  in  each  of  the  four  w’ards  of  the  Borough. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

It  is  not  the  practice,  nor  is  it  possible,  for  local  authorities  to  i kr 
provision  for  the  home  nursing  of  such  cases  for  which  isolation  hoftal 
accommodation  is  already  available. 
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Once  more  the  District  Nurse  comes  to  our  aid  in  the  nursing  of  the 
(tifiable  infections,  pneumonia,  influenza  and  others.

Of  the  200  patients  admitted  during  the  year,  94  came  from  the  Borough 
Chelmsford,  57  from  the  Chelmsford  Rural  District,  34  from  Ongar,  1 from 
raintree,  1 from  Billericay,  3 from  Tilbury  and  10  from  Dunmow. 

The  two  cases  of  Typhoid  shown  above  came  from  outside  the  Borough. 

Provision  for  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  may  have  to  be  considered  along 
ith  the  question  of  any  future  extension  of  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

A Departmental  Committee  has  reported  to  the  Minister  of  Health 
'ebruary,  1938),  that  patients  with  Puerperal  Sepsis  should  be  isolated  as 
Hows  : — 
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(1)  Any  Special  Block  of  a Maternity  Department  for  Puerperal 

Sepsis  ; or 

(2)  In  the  ordinary  Isolation  Block  of  a General  Hospital  ; or 

(3)  In  an  Isolation  Hospital. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Cubicle  Block  System,  with  a room  for  Obstetric 
examination  and  treatment  is  desirable. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases.  A motor  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the 
Chelmsford  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  conveyance  of  patients.  In  addition,  an 
older  motor  ambulance  is  in  use  for  carrying  of  articles  for  disinfection  and 
disinfestation  to  and  from  the  hospital.

Milk  is  granted  on  medical  grounds  to  the  following  categories  of  cases  if

This  scale  is  increased  in  necessitous  cases. 

During  1937  a total  of  81  families  received  free  milk,  and  12,132  pints  of 
“ Accredited  ” milk  were  distributed.  This  compares  with  56  families  and 
about  8,181  pints  for  1936. 

The  increases  in  the  number  of  families  receiving  free  milk  and  the  amount 
of  milk  supplied  is  due  to  the  adoption  of  a more  generous  scale — a similar 
scale,  indeed,  to  that  which  operates  in  the  County. 

“ Designated  ” milk  has  been  insisted  on  throughout. 

Midwiv'ES.  1937  has  seen  the  establishment  of  an  organisation  of 
domiciliary  midwifery  as  a public  service  under  the  provisions  of  the  Midwives 
Act,  1936.  This  Act  placed  the  duty  upon  the  Local  Supervising  Authority 
under  the  principal  Act  of  1902  {i.e.,  the  E.ssex  County  Council  in  the  case  of  this 
Borough)  of  securing  by  arrangements  with  welfare  councils  or  voluntary 
organisations  for  the  employment  of  certified  midwives,  or  for  the  Local 
Supervising  Authority  by  itself  employing  such  midwives  for  the  area  in  con- 
sideration.

The  dental  work  on  children  under  5 years  has  consisted  during  19 
in  carrying  out  preservative  measures  (fillings,  &c.)  to  a greater  extent  tbi 
formerly,  to  the  added  improvement  in  immediate  health  and  in  the  ultinin 
condition  of  the  permanent  teeth. 

Fillings  take  more  time  than  extractions,  hence  number  of  patients^ 
smaller,  but  attendances  more. 


One  day  per  month  is  allocated  for  this  dental  service  to  expectant 
mothers  and  pre-school  children  ; already  the  numbers  encroach  into  the  other 
sessions,  which  should  be  devoted  wholly  for  school  children.

Diphtheria, 

There  can  be  no  question  of  the  benefits  to  the  individual  of  artificial 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  but  unless  a reasonably  high  proportion 
of  children  comprising  the  school  and  pre-school  population  can  be  protected, 
it  would  appear  to  be  a little  doubtful  whether  the  greater  number  of  those 
immune  to  diphtheria  would  counterbalance  the  somewhat  increased  number 
of  those  who  are  likely  to  become  carriers  as  a result  of  the  immunisation. 

At  present,  immunisation,  by  the  two  injection  method,  is  given  to 
those  who  make  the  request. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (OTHER  THAN  TUBERCULOSIS)  DURING  THE  YEAR  1937 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  (90)  still  appears  high. 

December  accounted  for  the  greatest  number,  the  cases  mostly  occurring 
in  two  schools.  Investigation  did  not  reveal  any  common  factor,  but 
examination  of  the  children  in  the  schools  affected  showed  colds  and  inflamed 
catarrhal  throats  to  be  fairly  general. 

There  is  the  tendency  in  recent  years  to  admit  to  isolation  hospitah 
cases  of  throat  affections  where  classical  Scarlet  Fever  signs  and  symptom? 
are  absent.  Here  again  the  circumstances  of  each  individual  case  must  goveri 
the  question  of  admission  to  the  isolation  hospital. 

The  organism  causing  Scarlet  Fever — the  Streptococcus  pyogenes — car 
also  be  the  cause,  and  in  many  cases  is  the  sole  cause,  of  at  least  24  disease; 
and  disabilities  without  there  being  even  a remote  history  of  signs  and  symp 
toms  of  “ Scarlet  Fever  ”. 

A surgeon  once  remarked  “ give  me  the  abdomen  and  you  can  take  every 
thing  else  ” ; acting  on  an  analogous  dictum,  some  enthusiasts  for  the  publi(, 
health  control  and  isolation  of  streptococcal  infections,  would,  for  a season 
leave  little  else  to  take. 

It  is  difficult  to  know  where  to  draw  the  line,  but  the  conditions  laic 
down  in  the  paragraph  above,  for  the  non-notifiable  infections,  as  regard 
admission  to  the  isolation  hospital  should  meet  with  general  approval.  Om 
must  try  to  be  rational  whether  there  be  a “ Scarlet  Fever  ” rash  or  not.

Tuberculosis. 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  Tuberculosis  is  purely  ai 
infectious  disease.  It  can  be  safely  said  that  no  one  is  born  with  Tuberculosis 
All  cases  have  been  infected  at  some  time  after  birth.  Why  then  do  wi 
always  ask  for  the  history  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  family  ? Not  because  it  i 
an  inherited  disease,  but  because  if  there  is  Tuberculosis  in  the  family 
especially  for  obvious  reasons  in  the  mother,  the  other  members  are  mor 
likely  to  be  infected. 
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There  are  two  separate  forms  of  the  Tuberculosis  germ — the  human 
ind  the  bovine.  Now,  the  human  form  accounts  for  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
)f  the  lungs,  and  about  two-thirds  of  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  other 
wgans,  the  bovine  form  accounting  for  the  remainder.  The  bovine  form 
isually  gets  into  the  human  body  from  the  products  of  the  cow  ; that  is,  milk 
ind  its  derivatives,  butter  and  cheese. 

Unfortunately,  Tuberculosis  is  seldom  a disease  with  an  acute  onset,  and 
lefinite  signs  and  symptoms.  It  is  often  very  gradual,  with  few  definite 
,yniptoms,  and,  on  ordinary  examination,  no  signs.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
j wish  to  again  emphasise  the  necessity  for  sending  all  suspicious  cases  to  the 
|''uberculosis  Dispensary  early.  Full  investigation  by  X-Rays,  &c.,  will  then 
aake  it  possible  to  make  the  diagnosis  in  time  for  treatment  to  give  a good 
irospect  of  cure.  Especially  difficult  cases  are  referred  to  Dr.  Burton  Wood’s 
jpecial  clinic  for  lung  cases,  and  to  Sir  Henry  Gauvain  for  cases  of  other  organs.

Cyanide,  Sulphur  Dioxide,  Cimex,  and/or  spraying,  following  removal  of 
picture  rails,  skirtings,  architraves,  and  wall  paper. 

The  tenants  belongings  are  treated  in  the  case  of  bedding  by  steam,  and 
other  furniture  by  Hydrogen  Cyanide. 

Fumigation  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation  except  where  Cyanide  is 
used  when  contractors  who  specialize  in  this  work  are  called  in. 

Following  disinfestation,  visits  are  paid  to  ensure  that  the  premises  are 

vermin  free  and  to  educate  the  tenants  to  prevent  re-infestation.  ^
